Water  Supply . 

Certain  -works  of  imp  rover,  icnt  carried  out  by  the  Council 
i :•  1941  end  1942  have  tended  materially  to  improve  the  serious 
conditions  ore  vailing  in  regard  to  water  supply  in  the  areas 
or  "ion ahaw  and  Birkshaw  ( Westwood  supply)  , 

In  the  case  of  the  village  of  Honsliaw,  formerly  supplied 
by  a roadside  well  which  was  proved'  on  analysis  to  he  subject 
to  surface  pollution,  the  water  main  was  extended  from  the 
village  oi  Ilelkridgo  a distance  of  2,650  yards. in  spun  iron 
pipes,  su  ;pl«.ied  by  :1c s era . Cochrane,.  Fiddle  sb  rough  . 

This  main  was  coupled  to  the.  existing  3 w 0 ,1 , main  at 
Tc  who  use  and  a co  •trolli'.ig  valve  fixed  at  the  point  of 
connection. 

It  is  now  possible  by  this  arrangement  and  in.  the  event 
of  water  shortage  being  experienced  "on  tho  Barden  tlj  1.1  supply 
to  deliver  from  the  Helkridge  mains.  into  the  latter  reservoir

One  section  of  proposed  new  sewer  4.23  ft.  in  length  was 
levelled  and  specj.fi cation,  plans  and  sections  'of  proposed 
now  work  including  the  -provision  of  settling  tanks  and  small 
filter  bed  to  deal  with  he sat is factory  conditions  prevailing 
at  floor  View,  liol'kridgG,  wore  prepared  and  submitted  by  the 
San it  ary  Insg 3 cto  r . 

Owing  to  tlio  cost  involved  this  work  was  .reluctantly  held 
over  until  such  time  as  the  Council  are  in  a position  to 
•proceed  with  tho  major  schemes  of  sewerage  of  which  this 
would  form,  a section  - the  whole  of  which  were  held  over 
at  the  coma.! cement  of  the  Yfor, 

Scavenging  and  Public  Cleansing. 

The  Parish  of  BhltwhisItlLe , embracing  the  town  of  Haltwhlotlcy 
in  which  is  centred,  fully  50$  of  the  entire  population  of  the 
<31  st riot:  has  for  some  tine  had  a recognised  sysla  . of  refuse 
co  Hoot  ton . 

Formerly  carried  out  lr  contract , this  service,  has  boon 
Improved  since  the  purchase  and  putting  into  operation  in 
January  ±941  of  their  own  modern  two-ton.  Bedford  refuse  voiriolo. 

This  service  has  beet?  ext  on  clod  in  some  degree  to  cover 
y parts  of  the  parishes  of  Honshav  and  Thirlwall. 

in  order  to  improve  and  quickon  the  scavenging  collodion 
in  the  parish  of  Haltwhistlc  Statutory  notices  requiring  the 
substitution  of  ashbins  for  existing  ashpits  have  boon  served 
during  1942. 

Two  hundred  ashbins  were  purchased  by  the  Council  during 
1942  from.  Messrs.  Butterfield  of  which  44  wore,  disposed 
of  to.  the  pub  lic  as  a result,  of  notices  served  up  to  Slot 
Do camber,  1942.
